Originally,however,the festival of Ch ing 
Ming hadnothing todo with death. In ancient 
times,itwWasaspring celebration thatmarked 
the beginning of the “outdoor ”life for 
China's agricultural society and the retum to 
Work in the fields. According to noted Chi- 
nese Social historian Wolfram Eberhard, the 
nomadic tribes who lived in Central Asia 
beftore300 B.C.observed Ch'ing Ming when 
they returned to the fields in the Spring. 

Inearlytimes, Ch'ing Ming beganwith the 
celebration of the Fire Festival. Fires in 3jl 
homes wereput outand no fires were permit- 
ted for 24 hours. A feast of cold dishes pre- 
pared beforehand would be Shared by the 
people of the tribe and local village. 

Fertlity was the underlying theme of the 
holiday.To insuretheagricultural Success 3aS 
Well as the;overall prospDerity of the tribe， 
Sacrifices to the ancestors were performed.In 
this way, family members who has passed on 
Were kept in go0od humor and their Spiritual 
help im the difficult growing season ahead 
Was 3assured. This made Sense because best 
the fields Surrounded the graveyards. 

Traditionally，Ch ing Ming falls on the 
106th day afterthe winter Solstice. Although 
it is the only major Chinese festival whose 
date is calculated on the basis of the solar， 
Iather than the lunar cycle, the holliday usu- 
allycoincides withafull moon.This year,the 
holiday ls Aprnl ,the 29 由 day ofthe second 
moon. “Clear brightness”reflects both the 
literal result of renewing tombstones and 
graves,andthespiritual efftectafullmoonon 
abrisk spring evening might bring. 

In China the holiday was considered so

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Coalition Opposes 
Take-Home Sewing

LOS ANGELES - A 65alition of labor， 
community and women's organizations Op- 
poses any attempts by the US Department of 
Labor to lift a ban on the employment of 
homeworkers in the women's apparel indus- 
try. 
AccordingtoKentWong,vice chairofthe 
Alliance of Asian Pacific Laborand avolun- 
teer attorney for the Asian Pacific American 
Legal Center, lifting the ban would have a 
negative lmpact on the_ Asian Pacific 
workforce throughout the country， 

“Asian women have in particular have 
been used as 3a source of cheap labor in the 
garment industry for many years,”Wong 
explained.“Although wages and working 
conditions are generally poor within the gar- 
mentindustry,iftheban weretobeliftedand 
industrial homework were allowed, the situ- 
ation would be much worse.” 

Since 1981, thc Department of Labor has 
attempted three times to remove its 47-year- 
oldbanonindustrial homework,according to 
Amy Dean; Political and education director 
forthe PacificNorthwest District Council of 
the Jnternational Ladies Garment Workcrs 
Union. But because of major opposition by 
various labor，community and women's 
groups, proposalsin 1981 and 1986 failed. In 
1987, however, the Departmentissued anew 
proposal which would allow homework in 
five smaller industries 一 the _ making of 
handkerchiefs，belts and buckles，jeweclry， 
mittens and hats, and embroidery 一 but 
exclude the largest industry 一 women'?s 
apparel. 

Thatproposalis currently pending appcal 
in adistrict court in Washington, DC.

strficty as fact-finding sessions to gather im- 
formation on the homework industry. She 
said the information would be analyzed and 
Ieyviewed for future reference. 

Im his tesHimony before agencyIepresen- 
tatives, Wong noted that a large number of 
Tecent ASian Pacific immigrants end up in 
low paying jobs in the garment industry， 
electronics, maintenance, hotels, restaurants 
and other Service industries where wage， 
health and safety abuses are often common，

Angeles. We are currently battling to ellmi- 


nate Substandard wages and working.condi- 
tions. And yet if the ban on:industrialhome- 
Work were to be lifted, this would only en- 
courage the_ proliferation of more Sweat- 
Shops. 

“Asian Immigrant workers,and all work- 
ers in this COuntry deserve better. They de- 
Serve to be treated with respect and dignity. 
They deserve to have jobs at livable wages， 
they deserve decent working conditions.”

Samady Ieported that there are 1.8 million 
students in Cambodia,butbecause oflimited 
classroom Space and teachers，half attend 
classes im the morming and the other half 
attend in the afternoon. Students Seeking 
higher education must leave Cambodia. 
According to Samady, the Khmer Rouge at 
tempted to destroy theirreliglon, Buddhism， 
by killing monks and destroying temples. 
“We had only seven monks lef”he Said. 
“Now we have rebuilt most of the damaged 
temples.” 

“People's lives are improving DOw,， 93- 
mady insisted.“Now there is a move :to 
change ourconstitutiontoallow formerland- 
Owrers the Tight to Tegain their land which

Samady said there has been an increase 世 
mental health problems among the general 
population due to all of the losses they Suf 人 
fered during the Khmer Rouge regime. 
“Many people think about their lost family 
members, friends,homesandbelongingsand 
they break into tears，he recalled.“Itis Said 
that the blood of all the Cambodian people 
who died could fl [the largest lake in Cam- 
bodia].” As he spoke of the people s suffer- 
ing, many in the audience wept， 

“The Kampuchean Red Cross is helping 
People find their missing relatives and help= 


ingtoreunitefamilies separatedby the wars， 
Said Samady, who is Secretary general of the 
KampucheanRedCross.Hetalkedabouttwo 
instances，one in Boston and the other in 
Australia where Cambodians who had emi- 
grated:asked:him to help: them locate their 
relatives in Cambodia. 

He acknowledged that there are Some 
Cambodians who want to leave Cambodia， 
but that there were many, Jike himselft who 
wantto stayand the help thecountry rebuild. 
Samady told the-group that he has -been 3ac- 
cused of being a “puppetofthe Vietnamesez 
for working within the Vietnamese-backed 
Heng Samrin go0vernment but, he reasOned， 
“IfCambodian people don thelp Cambodia， 
there'll be no more Cambodia." Samady Said 
that the Heng Samrin 50veInment wants 3 
Peaceful settemernt Over who will control 
Cambodia， “We want to have peace with 
every faction.”He added that they do not 
Want foreigners to aid any of the grOoups and 
that they want the leadership of the KKhmer 
Rouge to go into exile. If foreign: govein- 
ments wantto help,they should offer asylum 
to the Khmer Rouge。We Want to achieve 
peace for Cambodia. We don tneedmilitary 
aid.”Samady encouraged his listeners to go0 
toCambodiathemselvestoseehowthecoun- 
tryhasadvanced, "Wewanteducated people 
toretum to Cambodia. We are like bamboo. 
The old bamboo ls dying and we need new 
shoots.”

POMONA - After a recent racist attack 
against 3a Japanese American studenb Asian 
American Students at Cal Poly Pomona are 
demanding the university take action to halt 
the rising number of anti-Asian incidents on 
campus. The Cal Poly Asian American Stu- 
dent Association (CPAASA) cited three re- 
cent examples of discrimination against 
Asian Students: 

。In October 1988, an Asian staff member 
atCalPolyheard a group of white students in 
the computer center Saying there werIe“too 
many Chinks and Japs monopolizing he 
coOmputers.” 

。 JIn January, a Vietnamese Student while 
walking downacampusroadtoaparking lot， 
WwWasconfrontedbytwo whitemalestudents in 
a Sports car. The two white students report- 
edly used racial slurs in an intimidating and 
threatening manner to make the Vietnamese 
Student get off the road. 

。InFebruary,aJapaneseAmerican Student 


.Waswalkingtohercarwhenshecollided with 


a white male on 3a Skateboard. The skate- 
boarder allegedly Shouted at the coed，You 
Asians are taking all the jobs away from 
Americans. Why don't you go back to Tai- 
wan, Korea Or Vietmnam 一 wherever yoOU 
came from2”and then struck her while she 
Was still on the ground.

orn/Ferry International Inc.，a major 
executive Search company，Surveyed top 
executives (excluding chief executive 0 伺 - 
cers and presidents) at the 1;000 biggest 
companies on Fortujne magazine's listingS. 

Among many 人 findings，the 玫 orn/Ferry 
Survey Showed that Six Asian American ex- 
ecutives were among the 1,362 respondents. 
Thatworks outtojustunderone-halfpercent- 
age Doint Almost infinitesimal，in_ other 
Words. 

A US Equal Employment OPpPportunity 
Commission Survey last_ year found that 
Asian American “officials”and “managers” 
in the private Sector were below the general 
American average.AsianAmericansin those 
two job categories were 8.2 percent，com- 
pared with 12.2 percent rate for the popula- 
tion as a whole. 

But when itcame to the“professional” job 
classification,Asian Americans were dispro- 
portionately represented on 由 he high side 一 
22.3 percent of Asian Americans in the pri- 
vate sector are professionals, compared with 
11.7 percent of the entire workforce. 

The US Commission on Civil Rights, in 3 
1988 study of Asian American economic 
trends，found that“American-born Asian 
men are less likely to be managers than are 
native-borm white men.”The probability of 
becoming a manager for American-born

Chinese; Filipino and Japanese men is Seven 
to 11 percentage points 1ower than lt is for 
white men. The commission also found that 
“highly educated American-born Asian men 
.. .earn less than Similarly qualified non- 
Hispanic white men. These findings raise the 
possibility that men in all Asian groups face 
labor market discrimination at the top.” 
Fortune magazinei in a 1986 article exam- 
ining the question of Asian Americans in 
management saidthat “ascant0.3percenb OF 
159outof29,000oftheofficers anddirectors 
ofthenation s 1.0001largestcompanies hbave 


-Asian sumames.2” 


The reasons for the glass-ceiling lid on 
Asian Americans should be familiar by now, 
Some Bay Area Scholars，researchers and 
Imanagers Conducted a Survey in 1987 of 308 
Asian Americans employed in a wide range 


ofindustries.Abouttwo-thirds oftheChinese : 
American fespondents reported thatan alien ， 
COrpoiate culture, manageient inisemsitivity 


and lack of networking were Significant bar- 
Tiers to their upward mobility. About the 
Same percentage cited racial discrimination 
as a factor also. 

Butmany blamed themselves or their root 
cultures. About three quarters cited lack of 
verbal and/or written communications Skills， 
and about a third pointed to residential con- 
Straints or woOrk-familyconflictsas inhibiting 
factors to moving up the corporate ladder. 

This study suggested that Asian American 
managerial talent was frustrated by their 
circumstances 一 theaverageresDpondentwas 
3 years 0ld and had already made three job 
changes, and about a fourth of them didn't 
plantobe withtheirpresentemployers infive 
years because of management insensitivity， 
comimunications prIoblems and lack of role 
models. 

It would be unfair to brand all American 
companies insensitive Or raclists. A few have 
donerelatively well in Improving their num- 
bers or promoting worthy Asian American 
to top jobs. 

OneisPacificBell,themajorsubsidiary of 
Pacific :Telesis, the giant California'utility. 
Robert Lee is executive vice president for 
marketing and he overseesa$9billion ayear 
operation. He is the highest ranking Asian 
American atthecompany.Onelevelbelowis 
Jim Hamasaki， 5eneral counsel. 

About 30 Asian Americans are now 识 
middle management Or above positions in 
Pacific Bell, compared with only two in the 
early 1970s.The company has seenasix-fold 
increase in Asian Americans in all manage- 
Tial jobs over the past 16 years. But Anna 
Wong, directorof management development 
at Pacific Bell (a middle management job)， 
SayS She 's concerned about the relatve lack 


Of progress Over the past five yearS. 

Several Silicon .Valley companies have 
instituted “managing diversity”programs in 
Iecognition of the need to understand their 
increasingly multicultural work forces. They 
include Hewlett-Packard and Intel, both of 
whom have Asian Americans in key posi- 
tions ofoverseeing the diversity” programs.

Today, family associations Still play an 
important role in the arrangements needed 
When aloved one dies, butthe funeral indus- 
try in the Bay Area has managed to fill the 
cultural gap between eastermn and westermn 
customs. 

About a handful of funeral homes in the 
Bay Area cater to an Asian clientele. The 
mainstays of the Chinatowmncommunity are 
the Cathay (Wah Sun) Mortuary on Powell 
Street and the Green Street Mortuary near 
North Beach.Butothers,such as the Halsted 
N. Gray Funeral Home, McAvoy-O"`Hara in 
SEFS Richmond Districtand the 
Chapel of the Chimes in Oakland have at- 
tractedthebusiness of Northern California s 
growing Asian population.
